Second I would want three hundred 
and seventy-five doiiars ($275;00) per month, As I told Mr 
Boaden,piaying ball out East is more expensive to a ball player 
than in the West. Almost sure that you would not be interested 
in this proposition I thought it wasn't necessary to write you, 
The trade that Mr Bolden is making with you to my way 
of thinking is“valid because I left his team in 1942 before the 
season ended because I wasn't doing so well and because I was 
dissatisfied with the team, I asked for my release because I 
knew I was going into the Army, Now since I have no contract 
with the club since is new Law prohibiting baliplayers from 
changing clubs with ng punished was made since I was a member 
of his club I don't think he has any claim to my service. 
I have not decidé to play with any ball club yet 
as I may go to school this year that is the reason I wanted 
piay in Philadelphia so I could farther my education white 
playing ball, However after talking with several ball players 
Mr Boiden almost go me to sign with him for a song and dance, 
Now I know better and wili play with the team that wili offer 
me the best proposition, Hoping this explains everything to 
you,
